CHAPTER IV. 


The Secondary Education of indian Boys. 


23. The year under review showed a general increase in the number Schools and 
of secondary schools and secondary school pupils, but the returns for middle P'ri's. 
vernacular schools showed a decline in both parts of the Presidency. 

24. The great weakness of secondary schools is the weakness of The teaching of 
the English teaching in them. The defect is generally admitted, but the 2#lish. 
obstacles in the way of improvement are many and.great. Efficient teachers 
gerierally are few, and the majority of those teachers who offer themselves 

“as capable of teaching English have not the necessary command of the 
language. , erie ee 
25. Many prominent men in Bengal have been emphasizing for a long The Hastings 
time the great need that exists for a residential school for Bengali boys House School. 
conducted, as far as possible, on the lines of an English public school. During 
the year under review the Government of Bengal decided to satisfy, if 
possible, this demand without further delay. The Government of India 
agreed to lend Hastings House for this purpose, and a scheme is now before P 
that Government for establishing the school on that property. Their idea is de 
that the school should be temporarily housed at Hastings House, pending the . 
working out of a scheme for re-establishing it outside Calcutta on a permanent 
basis and in buildings of its own. . 
26. It has not yet been possible to introduce any general scheme for Improvement of 
the improvement of secdndary education. Funds are not available, and periite 
the scheme submitted in 1908 would not meet the exigencies of the present’ 
situation. During the year under review the bulk of the Imperial recurring 
~ grant of Rs. 1,50,000 for the improvement of aided high and -middle English 

schools was spent in giving increased grants to aided schools, the only depar- 

ture from the general conditions being that a grant was given to the Seram- 

pore Collegiate School, an institution previously unaided. A further recurring 
assignment of Rs. 2,26,000 was granted during the year, which, pending the 
aalietion n of a scheme for its distribution, was earmarked for financing building , 
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rojects in connexion with secondary schools and for the purchase of co 


iture for Government schools. These grants should make it possible 
to secure some degree of improvement. A definite scale of staff has regularly 
been kept in view in aiding schools, but the degree to which gompliance with 
it is insisted on necessarily depends on the resources for distribution at the 
command of the Department. Little can be done to,raise the level of efficiency 
in those high and middle schools which aré still unaided. , ~ 


27. In general unaided schools are wretchedly housed. Efforts to Scheo! buildings, 


ensure that aided schools shall be provided with a decent pucka plinthed 
school-house have been fairly successful. Here also little more can be done 


until more money is aygilable. ” “i 
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28. The optional subjects. of the Matriculatfon course have b 
widely introduced except geography and mechanics, which require specially 
rained teachers and fairly elaborate apparatus, and are seldom found except 
in Government high schools. Drawing is taught as a compulsory subject in- 
Government and aided high schools ; but it is not required forethe Matricula-_ 
tion, and therefore little attention is paid to it. The same may be said of 
hygiene* During the year three specially-selected lecturers toured the 
Proyince, delivering in selected schools lectures, illustrated by lantern slides, 


on sanitation with special reference to the prevention and cure of malaria. — 


The local public were usually invited to attend, and accepted the invitation 
in large nambers. The scheme is at present sanctioned for three years ; it 18 
expected to serve a useful purpose. ’ : 
Certain Government schools have gardens attached to them, ostensibly 
to affdrd pupils an opportunity of learning some elementary principles of plant 
life ; but theit value is negligible. ; 
As in previous years, the superior inspecting agency of the Department 


* inspected high schools on behalf of the University, which almost without 


exception enlorsed the recommendations of the inspectors. Most’ of the 
schools under private management have been given temporary recognition 
only owing to their numerous defects. 

29. Middle vernaeular schools in which the teaching of Mnglish is 
prohibited are on the decline both in number and in efficiency, in spite of 
efforts by the Department to encourage them. The general public has. little 
interest in schools which do not include English in their curriculum, ; 

30. The general opinion of educational and other officers is. that circle 
schools have outlived their usefulness except in a few. backward tracts, and 
that their abolition is necessary. Elimination is already in. progress. 

31. The demand forthe restoration,.of the departmental examination’ 
at the end of the middle stage continues, and the present arrangements for 


the conduct of middle-school scholarship examinations do not meet with > 


general favour. 

82. The introduction of manual instruction would go far té counteract 
some of the worst defects of secopdary schools for Bengali boys. It is hoped 
that it will soon be possible to select 5 or 6 schools in each division for the 
introduction of instruction in woodwork: by special teachers. 


CHAPTER V. . 
The Primary Education of indian Boys. 


33. ‘The, number of primary schools for boys decreased from 28,089 in 
1912-13 to 27,461 during the year under review : that is, by 628. Of the total 
number of schools—27,461—those returned as upper primary were 3,264 ; and 
24.197 were returned as lower primary. On comparing these figures with 
those for the previous year, it appears that there has been a decrease of 114 
upper primary and of 514 lower primary schools. Both Eastern and Western 
Bengal show a decrease in the number of their upper primary schools ; but the 
decrease in the number of lower primary schools has been confined to Western 
Bengal alone. The apparent lack of enthusiasm for upper primary schools 
must be attributed mainly‘to the fact that purely vernacular education is not. it 
itself popular. Any education beyond the lower prithary stage, which does not 
admit of the teaching of English, is not sufficiently attractive to ensure the 
progress of upper primary vernacular institutions. Some weight ‘must be 
attached also to the organization of the upper primary courses. The’ course 
in vogue in Wéstern Bengal is merely a truncated middle vernacular course, 


while the course in yogue in Eastern Fenet is merely a repetition of the final —

estern Bengal. ‘Two conclusions emerge. ‘The first is the general desire for 
+ English education. The second is the tendency to regard an education which 
_ does not g6 beyond the primary stage as of little or no value for its own sake, 
and the consequent. reluctance to send a boy to a primary school, or at any rate 
to keep him there for the greater part of the course, unless the parent ‘sees 
some prospect of sending him on to at least a middle English school. The 
whole system of primary education needs to be overhauled in the light of the 
needs of the various sections of the population. 
34. The total number of pupils attending primary schools on Number of pupils, 
31st March 1914 was returned as 1,027,684 : 979,520 boys and 48,164 girls. 
A comparison of these figures with those of the previous year shows a total 
decrease of 17,716 pupils, viz., 14,796 boys and 2,920 girls. It is satisfactory 
to observe that the number of Muhammadan pupils under instruction has 
increased from 459,037 to 461,711, or by 2,674. For the decline in the number, 
of Hindu pupils in primary schools it is not necessary to look beyond those. 
features in the present situation to which allusion is made in the paragraph 
immediately above. The conditions in the Burdwan Division have certainly 
been exceptional, Jt is mainly to the floods thay one must ascribe the apparent 
loss of 828 schools and 25,694 pupils which the figures show for that division 
for the year under review. According to the figures for the period under 
review, 28 per cent. of the boys of school-going age and 6°4 per cent. of

_ Instruction was, on 3lst March 1914, 1,232,759. The figures of tle preceding 

year were 1,242,124, of whom 1,045,400 were in the primary schoois and 
196,724 in secondary schools. These figures indicate a déerease of 9,365 in 
the number of pupils under primary instruction in all grades of schools. 
_ 85. Of the total number of pupils in primary schools for boys, 547,335 Relative number 
were Hindus and 461,711 were Muhammadans. Ii appeays that, dyring the + Seemed 
year under review, the number of Hindu pupils declined from 567,214 to Sadar iuetcstiiah: 
547,335. that is, by 19,879 or 3° per cent.; while the number of Mubammadans 
inc from 459,037 to 461,711, that is, by 2,674, or “5 percent. The 
Hindus have now 32°6 per cent. of their boys of school-going age in primary 
institutions, and the Muhammadans, 24°3 percent. The figures for the previous : 
year were 33°8 and 241 per cent., respectively. It is satisfactory to note that 
the decrea8e in the number of primary schools noted above has not affected the 

, attendance of Muhammadan pupils. It should be noted, however, that an 
increase of 2,674 Muhammadan pupils cannot be regarded as in any real sense ~ 
asubstantial advance ; for it must be remembered that in Eastern Bengal, where 
the popu jation oe ae ie ionry A Muhammadah, the number of primary schools 
has been increased.

40. More money has now been made available, but much remains to be “General remarks, 


done before we can discern even a distant prospect of a network of sound 
primary schools throughout the Pregidency. Training schools for vernacular 
masters have to be improved and extended. The salaries of teachers still fall 
far short of the minimum which efficiency demands. The housing and equip- 
ment of schools still leave much to be desired. Funds are still inaglequate, but 
money spent on new buildings and more partigularly on equipment is often 
largely wasted. But the greatest need is a simple curriculum which, while it 
would resognize the essentials of an effective primary school system, would 
ignore the limitations neither of the children nor of the teachers. The 
primary school system should not be water-tight. But we can never hope 
to break down illiteracy and raise the general standard of intelligence so long 
as the poorest classes regard primary education of little, if any, value exeept 
asa means of sending their boys on to schools where [nglish is taught in 
the further hope. asa rule, of raising them ap to the already-overcrowded 
sphere of clerical and kindred employment. The position is not really affected 
by the fact that the large number of boys who go to primary schools do not 
proceed to any institution of a higher grade. These boys are mainly those on 
whose account the parents have had to abandon their ambitions, and they do 
not, as a rule, remain for the whole or the greater part of even thé lower 
primary course. We may fairly claim that certain lines for definite advance- 
ment hayve* been laid down and that certain progress has been made along 
those lines. Smprovement of the pay of the primary school teacher and the 
additional remuneration to the trained pandit is for example a genuine step in 
advance. The provision of funds for the improvement of gurn-training 
schools, combined with the expansion of the model primary school system, 
marks a definite stage of progress ; but all these will be of little avail unless 
and until the primary school secures the confidence of those sections of the 
population whose urgent need it is that their children should acquire those 
rudiments of knowledge without which the general raising of these several 
communities is impossible. No general educational system can be without 
its effect on the social structure ; but’no educational system can be regarded 
as sound unless each of the various stages of it is to some extent complete 
in itself. The existing estate of affairs in Bengal indicates that we have 
largely failed to appeal to those who more than all others depend for their 
advancement on } rimary education. 
: 41, During the year under review the two sections of the Presidency 
remained distinct in the matter of primary school curriculum. The creation of 
a single course of instruction is now under consideration, afd in this*connexion 
the whole question of the primary school course will be considered.

44, This college opened its fourth session on 9th July 1913, Durin 
the year 53 students, including 15 inspecting officers, 27 Government schoo 
teachers, 7 aided or board school teachers, and 4 outside candidates, were under 
training. This college, unlike the David Hare College, receives for traini 
teachers in non-Government schools. There were 21 students in the B.T. 
class and 32 in the L.T. classes, Out of 32 students in the L.'T. classes, 9 
were Muhammadans. At the B.'T. examination all the 21 candidates sat and 
all passed, 7 being placed in the first. division. At the L.'T. examination 
16 sat for the examination, and 13 passed, The nature study class for 
the training of vernacular teaghers for the improved type of guru-training 
schools in ohn Bengal was this year placed entirély under the control of 
the training college. Dr. N. Gupta was in charge of this clays, to which

89. A conferentve of some 40 representatives of schools and educational 
organizations met in October 1918 under the presidency of the Director 
of Public Instruction to consider the improvement of the existing system 
of elementary education. Tha'subject was fully discussed, and the conference 
favoured a more elastic system than the existing* with, as corollaries, an 
in-situ examination in place of the Elementary Certificate examination, the 
transfer of promising children to secondary schools at the age of 12, and the 
improvement of the supplementary courses. Subsequent reference to the 
schools showed that they were less anxious for change, the general opinion 
being that the present curriculum and examination were satisfactory, nor did 
they respond eagerly to a request for the names of pupils who might profit by 
transfer to secondary schools.

* The Education of Muhammadans. 


90.. The Muhammadan population of Bengal amounts, according to the 
last census, to 23,989,719, ¢.e., 52°7 per cent. of the total population ; and the pro- 
portion of Muhammadan pupils tothe tatal number of pupils in institutions of all 
kinds for the education of Indians is 43°4 per cent. as against 42’8 per cent. last 
year. The progress made by Muhammadans is very slight, and shows that the 
rate of iné¢rease of the Muhammadans in educational institutions is not much 
greater than that of the Hindus. Tn fact, although ‘the number of Muham- 
madans in arts colleges and in secondary schools has increased, the percentage 
of Muhammadans in arts and professional colleges remains practically the 
same, and the percentage of pupils in secondary schools is only “4 per cent. 
higher than last year. In primary schools the number of Muhammadans has 
increased, whereas the number of Hindus has’ diminished. It could not be 
expected that the rate of increase in the case of Muhammadans would’ 
continue for ati indefinite period to be more rapid ‘than the rate’of increase in- 
the case of Hindus. One woild naturally expect that the Muhammadan ‘rate 
of increase would tend to become lé8s as the number of Muhammadans in 
general institutions » became larger. An examination of figures shows,” 
however, that the percentage of Muhammadans in colleges is only 7°2; in th pe

students of university colleges and high schools is great. A scheme for *°holarships. 
increasing the facilities in this respect is now before Government. ? 

93. During the year the number of madrasas rose from 160 to 172 Madrasas. 
with an increase in the number of pupils from 13,155 to 13,863. Several 
important changes have been made in the rules for the madraka examina-  , ' 
tions, e.g., the rules for the title examinations have been modified and have . 
been made similar to the rules of the Sanskrit title examinations and the * 
madrasa examinations have been reduced to two, namely, the Lower Standard 4 
and the Higher Standard. Students are not allowed to study for the Higher 
Standard examination until they have passed the Lower Standard examina- 
tion. There is at present under the consideration of this office a set of such 
transfer rules for application to madrasas as are observed in all other 
éducational institutions. Since the close of the year under review Govern- 
ment has adopted and published a scheme for the reform, of madras:s in- 
accordance with the recommendations of the Dacca University Committee. 

The Calcutta Madrasa will be excluded ‘from this scheme, and an indepen- 
dent scheme for the development of this institution is being considered. : 

94. As pointed out in the last Annual Report, the system of maktab Maktads. 
education in Eastern Bengal differsfrom that in vogue in Western Bengal ; 
but there is under the Gonsidération of the Départment a scheme for the 
unification of these two systems. During the year under review progress has 
been made in ‘the introduction of Sir A. Earle’s scheme of model maktabs, 
mianji-training schools, and inspecting maulvis in the Burdwan and 
Presidency Divisions, and the question of giving an increased grant-in-aid to 
maktabs in board areas and of extending the system of increased grants to 
the Eastern Bengal districts has been taken up.

The Report of the Department of Agriculture, Bengal, for the year ending the 30th June 1914. 


Staff—Mr. J. R. Blackwood was in charge of the Department through- 
out the year. Mr. A. A. Meggitt, as Agricultural Chemist, worked both 
in this province and in Assam until January 1914, when his services were 
placed entitely at the disposal of the soon and Mr. H. E, 
Annett was appointed Agricultural Chemist'in Bengal.” Mr. G. P. Hector 
held the post of Economic Botanist and Mr. F. amit that of Deputy 
Director of Agriculture. Mr. R. 8. Finlow was absent on™ ere during the 
year, and his work was carried on, so far as possible, ‘by the Eeonomic 
Botanist and the Agricultural Chemist jointly in-eddition to their own duties.

reported in regard to the working of the Bengal Tenancy Act, but except in 
areas for which a record-of-rights has been prepared, it is doubtful whether 
the importance of some of its main provisions is realized by the landlords 
and tenants. For example, the levy of abwab and other illegal exactions in 
addition to the rent is notoriously common throughout the Presidency, but 
no suit under section+75 of the Act was instituted in respect of such 
eaactions during the year. ’ 

There was an increase in the number of rent money orders issued and 
in the amount covered by them. The percentage of money orders refused by 
Jandlords fell from 25°1 in the preceding year to 20°3 during the year under 
report. Since the close of the year a revised form of rent money order 
has been issued, certain modifications having been made in the existing 
form in order to remove thé objections often made by landlords to accepting 
rents'tendered in this manner, The form, as now revised, contains nothing 
which can give the tenantsany loophole for making claims as to the nature, 
conditions or incidents of his tenancy or the amount or fixity of his rent, 
which might laad to disputes with the landlord or cause him to hesitate to 
accept the rent tendered, while the headings have been modified to facilitate 
the identification of the remitter and of the tenancy on account of which the 
rent is remitted. 

In view of representations received from the High Court regarding the 
ansatisfactory state of the existing law relating to the transfer of occupancy 
holdings, a draft, Bill on the subject has been prepared and circulated for 
public criticism: : .

Of their total. working 
capital of 44 lakhs, the agricultural societies have obtained 304 lakhs, or 
more than two-thirds.by means of loans frofn Central Banks. Last year the 
proportion was only 57 per cent. Local loans and deposits have increased 
considerably, but account for only about 8$ lakhs, or less than one-fifth of 
the total capital ; and if, as the Registrar says, one of the surest tests of the 
success of a society is its ability to raise local deposits, the majority of the 
Bengal societies cannot yet be said to have attained the highest measure of 
success. On the other hand, it must he remembered that local. capital 
is largely in the hands of the local money-lenders, who are still inclined 
in most: places to regard an agricultural co-operative society as a formid- 
able rival rather than as a desirable form. of investment, and the mem- 
bers of the societies, most of whom were in debt. to the money-lenders 
when they joined, cannot as yet be expected to have put by substantial sums 
for deposit. Moreover, as the Government of India have pointed-out, in their 
recent Resolution on the. growth and development of the co-operative move- 
ment in India, another important test of the progress of & coxoperative society 
is its ability to enlist the confidence of the public. Judged by this test, the 
Bengal societies are developing successfully, and as has already been shown

As the energies of the Registrar and his Assistants are fully 
oceupied with the improvement and organisation of rural societies, other 
forms of co-operation have to be left mainly to voluntary effort, though - 
the advice and assistance of the department arealways at the disposal of those - 
who wish to form societies. Non-agricultural credit societies are said to be 
working satisfactorily and to be! much appreciated by the middle classes 
in the towns in which they have been started. The number of such 
societies bas increased during the year from 60 to 71, the membership from 
11,164 to 18,653, and the working capital from 9 lakhs to 12 lakhs.. The 
considerable increase in members’ deposits indicates .a satisfactory growth 
of thrift. The non-credit societies are few in number and have so far 
not proved very successful. The Registrar has under consideration the 
starting of societies for the benefit of weavers to enable them to purchase yarn 
at wholesale rates and to dispose of it at more profitable prices without the 
intervention of middlemen. His Excellency in Council is: particular] 
pleased to notice that the important question of extending the use an 
knowledge of agricultural improvements throngh the medium of co-operative 
societies is receiving attention, and that some progress has been made during 
the year, particularly in. Mymensingh and Rangpur. It is of course essential 
that co-operative societies should not be asked to finanée any schemes of 
doubtful value. or of an expetimental nature, but econce the Agricultural 
Department can guarantee the suitability of an improvement, such as manure 
or implements or superior seed, to a particular locality, there will be plenty 
of scope for co-operative societies in spreading information regarding it 
among their members and assisting with funds those whose resources are 
insufficient to enable them to adopt it. The matter is one in which the 
Registrar ‘should work in the closest consultation with the Director of 
Agriculture, who should keep the Registrar informed of any areas in which 
he considers that use can suitably be made of co-operative societies in 
spreading’a knowlege of the results achieved by the Agricultural Department. 

7. The Governor in Council congratulates Rai .Jamini Mohan Mitra 
Bahadur on the successful work of the year and thanks him for his interesting 
and suggestive report. The co-operative movement in Bengal owes much to 
his unremitting and unselfish work, and to his tact and sturdy caution and 
common sense. Goniplaints are sometimes made that the progress of the 
movement is not so rapid as it might be, and it is of course true that it has so 
far reached only a fraction of the agricultural population. It may, however, 
be noted that in thé past three years, the number of societies in this Presidency 
has more than doubled, and the number of members has trebled, while the 
working capital has increased sixfold. These results could not have been 
achieved without the hearty co-operation of a host of willing workers. Two 
years ago the Governor in Council had occasion to express his regret that the 
non-official workers were so few and his hope that the interesting and 
responsible work involved in the creation of Central Banks. would induce 
gentlemen of position and education to come forward in larger numbers to 
assist the movement. ‘This hope has been fully realised, and the Registrar has 
now no reasdn to ccmn pled of a lack of assistance and advice from any section ~ 
of the community in dealing with the new problems which the expansion of — 
the movement is bringing into prominence.

The Administration Report of the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta for the year 1913-14, 


1. Income.—The income of the Trast in 1913-14. which amounted to 
Rs. 1,51,28,435 exceeded that of 1912-13 the highest previously earned, by 
no less than Rs. 8,82,118. This increase was due principally to the rapid 
expansion in the import trade. 

2. Expenditwre.—The total expenditure during the year amounted to 
Rs. 1,56,61,450 as against Rs. 1,47,00,316 in the previous year. The growth 
of the working expensas of the Trust is unavoidable in view of the large 
amount of capital expenditure unproductive for the time being, the cost of 
maintenance, and repairs, the extended dredging operations and other natural 
causes. 

The deficit of Rs. 5,33,015 on the working of the year was met from the 
Revenue Reserve Fund. 

3. The receipts and expenditure under the more important heads of 
accounts were as follows :— 

Jetties.—The total earnings rose from Rs. 18,86,697 to Rs. 24,51,126 ; this 
was mainly due to the larger amount of tonnage of goods landed at the jetties 
which exceeded that of the previous year by 221,000 tons. “In spite of this 
increase the congestion at the jetties was on the whole less acute than in the 
preceding year. ‘The main causes which contributed to this result were the 
transfer of the Boat Traffic Hx-coasting vessels from No. 8 to No. 1 jetty, the 
reduction of the free time from three to two days, the imposition of a double 
rate of rent after the fifth day from the date of landing and the adoption by 
the Commissioners of an improved method of sorting and stacking cargo in 
the sheds and yards, , R 

The expenditure rose from Rs. 10,23,673 to Rs. 12,42,594 mainly on 
account pf increased expenditure under labour, dredging operations and the 
revision of the jetty stat. : 

Sale Tea Warehouse—The income under this” head decreased from 
Rs. 2,27,332 to Rs. 2,25,986 owing to a falling-off in receipts from bulking 
and blending and from storage of sale teas. ‘The number of chests of tea sold 

in the tea warehouse was 961,434, showing an increase of 8,134 chests, as 
eompared with the previous year. 

In regard to the provision of increased accommodation for @ale teas the 
necessity for which was recognized by Government, the Commissioners have 
made the following remarks :— as 

“There is no space for an extension of the system, which would 
moreover be undesirable on other grounds owing to the difficulty of the 
‘Railway approaches at this site which cannot be made to serve any 
considerable increase of*traffic. It is not therefore possible -to preserve the 
present unity of system, and some splitting up of the trade has been - 
recog as inevitable. The separation which at once suggests itself is

- Petroleum Wharf—Vhe total income earned in 1918-14-was Rs. 4,387,545 — 
compared with Rs. 4,01,987 in the previous year, or a nett increase of 
Rs. 35,558, due to increases under wharfage, handling and stevedoring and 
the rents derived from lands allotted to the several oil companies for their — 
factories, installations and storage-sheds. The number of vessels which 
discharged oil at Budge-Budge was 143 as against 129 in 1912-13. 

Port.—The number of vessels which entered the Port was 1,650 with a 
gross tonnage of 6,926,817 as against 1,730 vessels with a gross tonnage of 
7,074,830. The income which is derived from mooring hire, Harbour 
Masters’ fees and charges for hauling in and out of mooring showed a slight 
falling-off. eis oo: Aa ‘ 

Port Approaches.—'l he income which is chiefly derived from Port dues 
rose from Rs. 7,98,682 to Rs. 8,07,038. Port dues are levied on vessels per 
nett registered ton. In the yeur under review, although the nett registered 
tonnage of vessels entering the Port decreased, the increase in receipts was 
due to fewer vessels entering the Port in ballast. The rate of Port dues 
realized from such vessels is less than that realized from cargo vessels. 

The dredging operations.in the upper and lower reaches of the river 
by the suction hopper dredger Belar? and in the upper reaches by the 
Sondps er have been attended with satisfactory results. The purchase of a 
third dredger has been sanctioned by Government. The general scheme 
has been to improve all the bars of the rivers above Mud Point anchorage to 
permit of out-going vessels reaching that place in one day, and then 
proceeding direct to sea on the next flood tide. This will avoid consider- 
able delay, when the restriction to nayigation by night in the lower reaches 
between “the Mud Point and Saugor is withdrawn by Government. This 
matter is referred to later. The question whether training works are also 
desirable to improve the channels of the river is under consideration. 

Railway.—The income under tkfis head fell from Rs. 15,71,721 to 
Rs. 15,42,971 on account of decrease in the terminal charges in Dock Traffic 
and in*the earnings from jute from the wid Chitpcre traffic. 

The expenditpre increased from Rs. 11,838,460 to Rs. 14,038,803 owin 
to heavy repairs to the permanent-way, maintenance of locomotives anc 
wragens, additional locomotives purchased and the higher price paid for 
coal. 
Ferry Service—The number of passengers carried rose from 9+ millions 
in 1912-13 to over 104 million’ in 1913-14, thereby increasing the receipts 
under this head from Rs. 3,39,321 to Rs. 3,78,773. An additional steamer 
which proved very vahiable to the public has been placed by the Qommis- 
sioners on the Matiabrooze, Rajabagan and Rajgunge service. 

Kidderpore Docks.—There was a decrease of 400,000 tons in exports 
shi;ped through the Docks. Of this decrease, 140,000 tons were in wheat 
and seeds, 100.000 tons in jute, and 140,000 tons in coal. The total imports 
rose from 380,890 to 613,876 tons, or an increase of 233,000 tons, of which — 
77,000 tons were in imports of sugar from Java and 109,000 tons of Burma —

5. As regards the scheme for lighting the lower reaches of the Hooghly 
between Mud Point and Saugor for the purpose of night navigation, the 
Port Commissioners having reported, since the close of the year under 
review, that the channels had been duly lighted with acetylene gas buoys 
and boat buoys, Government appointed a Committee of practical navigators 
to test and report on the adequacy and efticiency of the lighting. The 
Committee, after thorough investigation at night up and down the lighted 
channels, suggested slight alteration in period, and the placing of an addi- 
tional buoy in the Jellingham channel. Night navigation in the lighted 
channels could then in their opinion be safely permitted. Tho Port 
Commissioners having given effect to the Committee’s recommendations, 
the prohibition to night navigation will be removed as soon as rules have 
been drawn up for the regulation of traffic at night. This is engaging the 
attention of the Port Officer whose recommendations are awaited. 

The qapital debt of the Trust at the close of the year after allowing 
for the amounts of Rs. 1,33,12,658 at the credit of the Sinking Fund and 
Rs. 12,70,457 repaid on the Kidderpore Dock Loan, was Rs. 9,18,88,049 as 
compared with Rs. 8,74,21,287 on 31st March 1913. The total assets, includ- 
ing the expenditure on capital works and the value of property, amounted to 
Rs. 12,07,34,849. 

7. The whole question of the development of the Port of Calcutta 
and of the transport and other facilities connected with it was examined by 
the Committee which was appointed ,by this Government during the year 
under review. The report submitted by the Committee received the general 
assent of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, and in accordance with its 
recommendations which have the approval of Government, the Commissioners

The traverse survey of 
Mymensingh was completed, and in Midnapore an area of less than 400 
square miles remains. The total area surveyed during the ‘year was 3,630 
squaré miles as against 3,562 square miles in the previous year. The 
programme was everywhere carried out in full, and the expenditure in no 
case exceeded the standard cost-rates recently adopted. In addition to 
district surveys, the Department had to deal with various miscellaneous 
items of work, the most important of which were the Howrah town survey 
and the survey, on behalf of the Calcutta Improvement Trust, of the Caleutta 
added area and of the Maniktala, Tollygunge, South Suburban and Cossipore- 
Chitpur Municipalities. The work of preparing revenue maps in the 
Maniktala and Tollygunge Municipalities was hampered by delay in the 
disposal of disputes and in carrying out the attestation of the records. » The 
ctor-of the 24-Parganas should arrange, in consultation with the | tor 
of Surveys, to deal with these matters as promptly as possible. . 
» 3. The survey school which was opened at Mainamati. near Comilla, on 
the 2nd January 1914 has made a good start in spite of a serious fire, 
ich unfortunately broke ,out in August and destroyed the main school 
building and the Principal’s house. Of the 41 students who went through 
the first year’s course, the Director of Surveys has selected abeut :5 for 
employment in the major traverse party, and he expects to be able to 
find appointments for most of the remainder. The Governor in Council 
is glad to see that an active interest is being taken in the school by several 
gentlemen who have kindly given prizes for the encouragement of the 
students, and he hopes that the school will succeed in proving its utility, 
both to Government and to the public, in preparing young men for the 
useful and interesting career which is open to a land-surveyor in this 
province.

“4. Except for the disposal of ‘cases filed after final publication ané the 
recovery of costs, the work of the Settlement Department in Faridpur and 
Jalpaiguri was completed during the year.

_ 150 ‘square miless ‘The collapse of the jute market in Angust on the 
outbreak of the war seriously interfered with the recovery of the costs in the

large payments would ordinarily have been made out of the profits of the 
jute crop. Collections were made only from those who paid voluntarily

The settlement of rents in the Government estates in Jalpaiguri, and the 
land revenue settlement in the diara area of Faridpur have been practically 
concluded.

The main ground of enhancement was the rige in the 
price of staple food crops, but considerable additions to the rent-roll were also ~ 
made on account of the assessment of excess areas, Cess revaluation by the 
Settlement Department was completed in the districts of Faridpur and Jalpai- 
i, and in about one-third of the total number of estates in the distriet of 
oe The results of the revaluation based upon the settlement record have 
been very satisfactory, in spite of the fact that no account could be taken of 
~ enhanced rents settled under section 105 of the Bengal Tenancy Act’ after the 
final publication of the record-of-rights. The increases secured in the cess 
demand are 60 per cent. in Faridpur, 40 per cent. in Jalpaiguri, and 44 
r cent. in Dacca. In Midnapore the procedure for cess revaluation laid 
ais in chapter IIA of the Cess Act, which is not in force in Northern 
and Eastern Bengal, has been found unworkable, the main difficulty being 
the necessity of completing the valuation-roll at attestation and before 
draft publication. It has, therefore, been decided that the Settlement Depart- 
ment should complete thg revaluation only of the four thanas already taken 
up, the remaining thanas being left to be dealt with by the Collector after 
the settlement is com:leted. The question of amending the Cess Act, so as 
to remove the defects brought to light in Midnapore. is under consideration, yy 
5. The general agrarian conditions of the Eastern Bengal districts 
have been fully described in previous reports. The present report. contains 
some interesting information regarding Midnapore and Rajshahi, whiéh 
have been taken up more recently. Midnapore may almost be described as’w * 
province in miniature. Phe north and west of the district include 
aboriginal «tracts in which the conditions resemble those found in the 
most backwar@ areas of Chota Nagpur; the south consists mainly of 
Government estates; while the eastern portion comprises private estates, 
in many of which a system of coparcenary and subinfeudation prevails, hardly 
less complex than that of Eastern Bengal. Rajshahi is the first district 
of Northern Bengal (excluding Jalpaiguri and Darjeeling in which the 
conditions are peculiar) in which settlement operations have been undertaken 
on a large scale. The result so far seems to justify the view, which 
has sometimes been expressed, that the preparation of a rdcord-of-rights 
for the protection of the tenantry is nowhere more urgently needed than 
in Northern Bengal. The description given in the report of the relations 
between landlord and tenant in the Naogaon subdivision reveals’ a most 
lamentable state of affairs. With a few notable exceptions, mismanagement 
and absenteeism appear to be the main characteristics of the permanently- 
settled estates. The levy of extortionate abwab, varying from four annas 
to nine annas per rupee of the rent, and of other illegal exactions is common, 
the tenants being too much afraid of their landlords gr too igtorant of 
their own rights to resist these unjustifiable demands. It is reported that 
in many of the smaller estates every artifice is employed to dispossess a 
raiyat in order that the land may be re-let on a produce rent, and to defeat the 
rights of heirs to succeed to occupancy holdings, particularly when they 
are females or minors or distant collaterals. The detection of these mal- 
practices will, it is hoped, induce absentee proprietors, who have any regard 
for their own reputation, to look more closely into the actions of their 
agents and to take measures for discharging their responsibilities for the 
proper treatment of their tenantry. ¥ 
: 6. Minor settlement operations in respect of scattered estates were in 
poe in thirteen districts.

Revised and detailed estimates have been drawn up for each of 
the districts in which the work is now in progress, and, on the basis of the — 
investigation made into the cost of the different branches of the work, 
revised standard cost-rates. have been worked out for use in the preparation 
of estimates of the cost of the operations in new districts, and as w check 
on expenditure in operations in progress. The revised district estimates _ 
were not completed in time for use in connections with the reports under 
review, and the Director of Land Records has consequently been able to 
examine the actual expenditure only by reference to the new standard cost- 
rates, some of which have been slightly varied since the report was written. 

he reports contain ample evidence of the sustained efforts which are bei 
ps to condact the operations with the utmost economy compatible with 
efficiency, but it is most desirable that Government ‘should receive timely 
tion of the effects of any change of programme or procedure on the 
seale of expenditure.

Table I summarises briefly the imports into and exports from Caleutta 


‘of staples during the month of November 1914 as against the corresponding 


riod of 1913. There was an increase in the imports during November 
1914 of food-grains (excluding wheat), Indian cotton piece-goods, gunny bags, 


_ indigo and Indian tea, compared with the figures for the correspondin, 


month of the previous year, but the imports of coal and coke and jute (raw. 
decreased. As regards exports by sea (foreign and coastwise), there was an 
increase principally in the case of total food-grains, jute (raw), gunny bags 
and Indian tea, but there was a decrease in the case of coal and coke. — , 

Tables TI—VI1I give in detail the imports into and exports from Caleutta 
for the eight months ending November 1914. * 

The total imports into Calcutta in the eight months of April to November 
1914 of rice, wheat, wheat-flour, gram and pulse and other food-grains were 
21,000,000 maunds, as against 25,000,000 maunds and 32,000,000 maunds in 
the corresponding periods of 1913 and 1912. But although trade in food-grains 
declined generally, the imports of rice and wheat-flour showed an increase 
of about 2,000,090 and 70,000 maunds. respectively, in the eight months 
of 1914, as compared with the ‘corresponding eight months of 1913. 
The total imports of wheat, however, declined from 5,900,000 matinds in 
the eight months of 1913 to 3,200,000 maunds in the same period of 1914. 
The imports of husked rice and paddy were 13,902,000 maunds, as 
against 12,253,000 maunds in the corresponding period of 1913. The district 
of 24-Parganas supplied Calcutta with a little less than half of the total 
imports of rice received from Bengal. It will also be observed that Burma 
exported 8,300,000 maunds of rice and paddy to Calcutta, as against 4,900,000 
maunds received from the interior of Bengal. . 

There were also decreases in the imports of coal and coke, cotton raw, 
Indian cotton piece-goo ls, jute. rape and mustard, raw silk, sugar (refined and 


unrefined) and unmanufactured tobacco, while cotton twist dnd yarn. Indian, 


indizo, ganny-bags, lac, tea and manufactured tobaceé were imported into 
Caleutta in somewhat larger quantities. Of the Rs. 1,09,00,000 of Indian 
cotton piece-goods imported into Caleutta, Rs. 70,00,000 came from Bombay, 


_ Ks. 14,00,000 from the district of Hooghly and nearly Rs? 10,00,000 from the 
Central Provinces and Berar. More than Rs. 46,00,000 worth ot piece-goods 


were imported vid the Bengal-Nagpur Railway and over Rs. 37,00,000 wid the 
Eastorn Bengal State Railway. 

Among the articles of import, jute, owing to war conditions, shows a very 
serious fall—only 2,297,000 bales were imported into Calcutta iv the eight 
months, April to November 1914, as compared with 4,148,000 bales in the 
corresponding period of 1913. Jute was received chiefly from Faridpur 
(450,000 bales), followed by Dacca (412,000 bales), Mymensingh (268.000 


bales), 24-Parganas (181,000 bales), and Rangpur 169,000 bales). Over

“\ ©The total income of the Union Committees, exclusive of the opening 
balaneés, showed an increase of Rs. 27,453, and the expenditure rose. by 
Rs. 26,686. The total closing balance was Rs. 20,354. There was a 
substantial increase under all heads of receipts. District Boards, as usual, 
contributed the largest share ; but the most gratifying feature of the year’s 
adminiatration was the increase of Rs. 10,921 in the income from local 
taxation, which was practically quadrupled, This excellent result is due 
‘mainly to the efforts of the three committees in the Birbhum district, which 
between them*raised more than half the total income of the Presidency 
ander this head, The Union Committee of Dubrajpur deserves special 
congratulation ; for out of a total net income of Rs. 2,898, only Rs. 100 
was contributed by the District Board, and the balance was raised by the 
committee itself. The District Board of Hooghly increased its grants to 
all Union Committees and decided to give to each Union Committee that 
raises local taxation a grant equal to twice the sum so raised minus the 
present sanitation grant. he result has been a quickening of interest 
throughout the district.

Educational grants have increased by 
Rs. 4,20,000 after allowing for the Western Bengal share of the equilibrium

15. Loans (Rs. 1,02,241)—Two loans of Rs. 62,241 and Rs. 40.000 


were received from Government by the District Boards of the 24-Parganas 

Jessore, respectively. The former was taken for the completion of the 
Magrahat Drainage project and ‘the latter for the construction of office 
buildings. 

16. Expenditure.— Administration (Rs. 2,81,458).—All the divisions 
showed increased expenditure on account of administration, the total 
increase. being Rs. 13,910. The increase of Rs. 9,439 in the cost of office 
establishment was mainly due to the payment of periodical increments of pay, 
of grain compensation allowances to menials and of travelling allowances 
of members.

. 85,763 for medical charges, All the ‘divisions incurred increased expen- 
diture ‘under both heads. The largest increase in medical expenditure 

‘oper was Ks. 50,800 in the Daeca Division, where a contribution of 
Ra. 25,000 was made by the Mymensingh District Board towards the 
construction of the proposed new hospital at Mymensingh, and payments were 
made by the Bakarganj District Board for the improvement of the Perojpur 
Dispensary and for the settlement of outstanding claims in respect of the new 
Barisal hospital buildings. In the Presidency and. Rajshahi Divisions also 
there was a noticeable increase in expenditure as the result of liberal grants 
to dispensaries for furniture and appliances, the establishment of three new 
‘dispensaries, and the taking over of the management of two aided dispensaries. 

The total number of dispensaries maintained by District Boards increa

The large increase in expendi- 
ture isa very healthy sign of progress, but without some directing agency 
there is a danger that money will be uselessly frittered away. The value of 
jungle-cutting as a preventive of malaria has Been seriously questioned by 
experts, and it is certain’ that no, lasting results will be attamed by such 
measures unless they are conducted on scientific principles. The supply of 
good water is the most pressing need at the present time and deserves the 
most careful attention of all local bodies. 

21.. Veterinary charges (Rs. 40,487).—The total expenditure under 
this head increased by Rs. 1,417. The largest expénditurs (Rs. 8,860) was 
again incurred in Mymensingh. An additional veterinary assistant was 
appointed in Mymensingh to relieve the assistant in charge of the veterinary 
hospital at headquarters of his touring difties, and two assistants were 
appointed in Chittagong and Tippera for the subdivisions of Cox’s Bazar and 
Brahmanberia.

These difficulties are not helps 
recur, and the Governor in Council trusts that every effort will be to 
prevent such lapses in the future. ahs 

23. Water-supply (Rs. 3,71,188)-—The expenditure on water-supply . 
increased by Rs. 1,76,345, the increase being made up of Rs. 1,28,310 on 
account of original works and Rs. 48,035 on account of repairs. The entire 
amount was spent on the excavation, re-excavation and clearance of tanks, 
and the sinking of wells. Only three District Boards, Howrah, Noakhali and 
Pabna, failed to spend the standard minimum of Rs. 5,000. Fair progress 
has been made in the preparation of water-supply registers and maps, and 
it is anticipated that this work will be practically completed within the current 
year. ‘The registers prepared for Dacea were found to be very useful in the 
selection of villages where tanks and wells were required. hie 5 

The increase in expenditure under this head is very satisfactory and 
the District Board of Bogra deserves special congratulations for the energy 
displayed. In Bakarganj the District Board has decided to spend in future — 
at least Rs. 40,000 a year on the improvement of rural water-supply out of its 
increased income from the public works cess. If this sum is profitably 
expended the benefit accruing to the public will be of inestimable value. 

24. Drainage (fs. 17,802)—The total expenditure under this head | 
decreased by Rs. 1,121. As in the preceding year, the Tippera District Board 
was the only one that spent any considerable amount on drainage. Nothing 
was spent in the Burdwan Division, and the expenditure under this h 
throughout the Province was totally inadequate. 

25. Arboriculture (Rs. 33,003).—The expenditure on arboriculture rose 
from Rs. 24,282 to Rs. 33,003. All the District Boards incurred something 
under this head. The largest amounts were incurred in Midnapore 
(Rs. 6,560) and Mymensingh (Rs. 4,508). In the former district a new 
nursery was established and trees were planted to fill up gaps on 65 miles of 
road, while in the latter 674 trees were planted on the Mymensingh-Netra- 
kona road and the existing trees were maintained. 

26. Ratlways.—The construction of the Ahmedpur-Katwa Railway has 
been undertaken by Messrs. MeLeod and Company without a guarantee from 
the District Boards of Burdwan and Birbhum. The detailed survey of the 
Belda-Contai Railway in Midnapore was completed. The Barasat-Basirhat 
Railway continued to be a source of profit to the District Board of the 
24-Parganas, its share in the proceeds amounting to Rs. 27,9382. The exten- 
sion of this line up to the Belgachia tram terminus has been sanctioned. 
The construction of a light railway from Kalighat to Fatehpur is. under. the 
consideration of Government. The Jessore-J henida Light Railway in Jessore 
was opened during the year. The construction of the Khulna-Bagerhat 
Railway will shortly be taken up. The Faridpur District Board had under 
consideration the construction of a railway from Pangsa to Madhukali and 
_ Bhusna, and stabs were taken by the Bakarganj District Board to aves

In two District Boards only (Bankura 
and Bakarganj) was there a decrease; in these districts the balance in 
deposit was comparatively small, and the decrease in the closing balance was 
not due to any large increase in the number of uneashed cheques. Th
